Applicant is in possession of a Notice of Abandonment dated May 11, 
201 0. The purported reason for abandonment was that "the brief was not timely 
filed and the period for obtaining an extension of time to file the brief under 37 
CFR 1.136(a) has expired". 

This is in incorrect. 

Initially, applicants attached a copy of the transaction history printed on 
May 14, 2010, for the above-identified application which clearly shows that a 
copy of Request for Pre-Appeai conference was filed May 20, 2009, together 
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with the Notice of Appeal on the same day. The time for filing the Brief is stayed 
until the P re-Appeal decision is mailed. 

Applicants received the Pre-Appeal decision mailed on June 19, thus the 
date for filing the Appeal was not less than one month from the date of the 
decision for the remainder of the original two month statutory period for filing the 
Brief counting from the filing date of the Notice of Appeal. 

By applicants' calculation the longer of the two dates would be July 20, 
2009, for the filing of the Appeal Brief. 

On September 21, 2009 (September 20, being a Sunday) applicants filed 
a petition for extension of time together with a fee which is reflected on the 
transaction history. 

On the same date, applicants filed their Appeal Brief (together with a fee 
therefore) and applicants attach a copy of the electronic acknowledgement 
receipt (together with a courtesy copy of the Appeal Brief) showing receipt by the 
Office of a timely filed Appeal Brief on September 21 , 2009. The Appeal Brief 
does not appear on the transaction history. 

However, since applicants have provided proof of their filing receipt for 
timely filing the Appeal Brief, the Notice of Abandonment dated May 1 1 , 2010, 
dismissing the Appeal is clearly erroneous and applicants request that the Office 
correct its records (including the transaction history) to show that the Appeal 
Brief was timely filed and thereby correctly reflect that the application is in a 
pending status.
